Claims 1-31 have been canceled. Claims 32-39 are currently pending. 

Benefit of priority is to June 4, 2003, the filing of the now translated foreign priority 
documents.

Examiner's Amendments to the Claims: 

In Claim 32(c), please replace "at least 3 cycles" with — 3 to 4 cycles 
Please replace Claim 32(j) as follows: 

— (j) filtering aseptically, filling, and lyophilizing the concentrated cardio myopeptidin solution 
to obtain a po l yp e ptid e solution comprising: 75% to 90% of p e ptid e cardio myopeptidin; 6% to 
1 5% of free amino acid; less than 2% of ribonucleic acid; and, less than 7.5% of deoxyribonucleic 
acid, wherein the cardio myopeptidin shows four to five principal peaks on an HPLC analysis 
spectrum, having a relative peak area of more than 85% , and wherein the cardio myopeptidin 
reduces the effect of ischemia reperfusion in the heart . — 

In Claim 38, please delete "about". 
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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The prior art of record 

does not teach or suggest the claimed method of making cardio myopeptidin - see Applicants 

response dated February 26, 2008 in which Applicants compare their method of purifying cardio 

myopeptidin with that purification methods used in the cited prior art. Therefore, the claims are 

allowable over the art of record.
